The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance for claims 1-26, 46-50 and 52-88 already provided in the previous office 
action dated 6/22/06. 

2. Applicant's argument filed on 1 2/4/06 (see pages 1 7-1 9) is persuasive as to the 
point that the prior art fails to teach a process of micromechanical device including the 
step of oxidizing the deflectable element in an oxygen-containing gas other than air 
while the deformable element is in the deflected state as the context of claims 69,1 17 
and 118. 

3. Applicant's argument filed on 1 2/4/06 (see pages 1 7-1 9) is persuasive as to the 
point that the prior art fails to teach a process of micromechanical device including the 
step of oxidizing the deflectable element in an oxygen-containing gas other than air as 
the context of claims 27 and 89.
